TO THE PRESIDENT.

WASHINGTON, July 2%.—It is denied both

Embassy that Emperor William has sent a 
personal letter to the President, as has been 
reported. The German Ambessador called 
on the President last week, under instruc- 
tions direct from the Emperor, transmitted 
by the Chancellor instead of coming through 
the usual channel of the Foreign Ministry. 
The representations of the Emperor were 
read to the President and the communica- 
tion was returned to the Embassy. 
. The Emperor desired to know the precise 
attitude of this Government toward Aguin- 
aldo and the insurgents in order that the 
German authorities might know where to 
fix Syn mer yy for the destruction of prop- 
erty owned by German citizens.

THEORIES OF THE MURDER. 


Indications From His Letters That He 
Contemplaied Suicide. 

The private papers of the dead man, 
found in his trunk, denoted that he had 
but one trouble—the fear that something 
would happen to prevent the reconcillation 
which he and his wife had planned. 

Several letters from her to him were 
found. All were written in the same spirit, 
and they leave no doubt that Millie Hard- 


ing loved Brant as passionately as he loved 
ler. 

In a card case was found one of Miss 
Harding's engraved visiting cards, on the 
back of which was written, without date: 

In the event of my death please forward by 
express, without delay, to Miss M. A. Hard- 
ing, my wife, the plain gold ring on the third 
finger of my left hand. The receipt of this 
token will be evidence of my death. 

CHARLES A. BRANDT. 

On the face of the card the engraved 
name of Miss Harding was written in 
Brant’s chirography: “Care of William H. 
Harding, 1223 Dean street, Brooklyn, N. Y.”’ 

Below Miss Harding’s engraved name 
were stuck two one-cent postage stamps. 
These stamps were placed in order, and as 
if by design, so the card in his handwriting 
might be forwarded by mail to the young 
aay, 

A letter from his wife, dated at Daven- 
port Inn, Asbury Park, July 17, spoke 
merely of a visit to Brooklyn which she h 
just taken and of her misery and dissatis- 
faction there. 

“IT wished all the time for my boy and 
2732,"" the letter said. The figures ‘‘2732"’ 
were doubtless a reference to 


Brant’s 
boarding place on Washington avenue, to 
Which he had planned to bring her about 
Sept. 1. Continuing the letter said: 

If we were only together this Sunday after- 
noon we could be having a lovely outing. I 
wonder where we would be—in the cemetery 
or in Forest Park? 

This indirect allusion to death may or 
may not be significant. It is as plausible 
to hold that the writer had considered a 
cemetery as a place insuring an uninter- 
rupted conversation after so long an ab- 
sence as it Is to believe she was speaking 
literally of his presence in the graveyard, 

Many such little passages in the letters 
that recently passed between Brant and 
his wife suggest very strongly that up to 
July 14. the day upon which he wrote his 
last will and testament, Brant. fearing his 
attempts to win back his wife were to be 
in vain, contemplated committing suicide: 

In the letter which he had just concluded 
writing her and which he still carried in 
his pocket when he met death. was a curl- 
ous sentence which evidently escaped the 
notice of the reporters of the morning pa- 
pers, in which the first accounts of the 
killing were printed. After writing that 
his one grief was a fear that after their 
remarriage he might detect in her signs of 
repentance for the sten. he says: 

This is all I fear: death I fear not. Your 
death, why. I really believe I could ‘elve 
the news of it with a smile, because theh we 
could be together. 

This reference to his wife's death was not 
printed in the copy of the letter as given 
by the morning papers. Its meaning is ob- 
vious. There can be hardly more than one 
construction placed upon a man’s assertion 
a~ Fy the vent of another's death they 
coulk ye *owether, even 0 rer 
eee “tee tote though they were 
oe last will ~ cestament, written by 
ra upon a small shee y 
f will a t of brown paper, 
dating it, even to the hour of th 
“July 14, 9:30 p. m.” was the ‘tae oe ee 
written, and written in a most unsteady 
hand. It may have been that Brant wrote 
his will during a moment of despondency 
when alone in his room he had decided to 
seek relief in self-imposed death. 

It seems certain that Brant had a weak 
heart. His mention of an intended purchase 
of drugs—digitulis, a powerful heart tonic 
among them—is evidence of this. Tt 4s also 
probable that fear of a sudden attack of 
heart trouble prompted him to write his

Letters on Back of Picture. 


On the back of Mrs. RBrant’s picture was 
the following, written in shorthand: 

On January 17, 1893, which, I believe, is 
M-——'s birthday. Have I spent the entire 
evening? Yes, almost the entire night in my 
reom, gazing upon this picture, reflecting, con- 
sidering the present, contemplating the future 
and thinking of the past and what might 
have been. My God, Millie, could you but 
know how FE love you! I need not again recall 
my vows made upon the occasion of your 
declaration and herewith reveal them. es, 
Millie, I shall love you and you only as long 
as I may live, and I pray God to strengthena 
my love and keep me steadfast. Yes, darling, 
I have loved you from the first. and despite 
all that you_have recently written me. Ke- 
member, my love ia yours. I am always sub- 
servient to your every wish and desire. 

Under this is written in long-hand: ‘Jan- 
wary 17, 1894,"’ followed by anvother sheort- 
hand inscription, dated January 17, 1895. Fol- 
lowing is the translation: 

My Darling Girl—Oh,. if I could only take 
you in my arms to-night, as I have more than 
‘00 times this photo during the past two 
years. May God bless you, my own dearest 
little darling. 1 remember the night the above 
characters were written. Oh, Millie, I have 
done but very little except think of yon during 
all these long, long months. Good-night, dar- 
ling. 1 can but repeat what Is written above, 
and again I pray God to strengthen my love 
and make me ateadfast. 

Underreath this ise the following in short- 
hand: ‘It had a very pecullar dream about 
your father last night—that he sent me a most 
pleasant letter, etc.”’

sent to his wife In case of death as a token 
by which she would be convinced that he 
was no more, is another vague suggestion 
that he had not only contemplated ending 
his own life, but had at some time told her 
of his ‘@iention. 

At the same time there is nothing in the 
recent letters from ‘this wife to show that 
he had ever written her in such a strain. 
Her letters, found in the trunk, were dated 
from July 17 to July 2%, after Brant’s last 
spell of despair. His last letter to her, 
in answer to her’s of July 23, makes it 
appear as !f each were hopeful of enjoying 
the pleasure of an interrupted reunion. 
No letters of date prior to July 14 were 
found. It seems as though Brant was not 
writing to his wife directly to her hotel. 
The last letter to her, which was found 
in his pocket, was sealed and stamped and 
ready for the post, but directed to P. 
Box 693, Asbury Park, N. J.” 

The tin type picture mentioned in one of 
Brant’s letters was found among his effects, 
also three miniature paotesrer , showing 
his wife arrayed in different garbe. 

Another envelope containing three scraps 
of silk dress goods, and on the envelope 
containing them was written: 

“Sacred to the memory of M. A. H. 

These bits of dress goods were evident! 
samples sent by Mrs. Brant to her husband, 
Their wrinkled and somewhat faded ap- 

earance indicated that they might have 
een treasured by the dead man for several] 
rears: 
’ The asterisks in the last letter Brant re- 
ceived from his wife indicate expressions of 
wifely sentiment that should not be pub- 
lished, 

Against the theory of assassination it may 
be arguel that neither the time nor place of 
Brant’s death was such as would ordinarily 
be chosen for such bloody work. Har 
Brant’s life been sought he could have bee) 
dispatched, as he sat at work alone in the 
office of the Wagner company. His desk 
was in plain view from the street and his 
back wae turned to the big plate glass win- 


ow. 

More likely it is that he was seen at his 
desk by highwaymen and being taken for 
an employe of high rank who would proba- 
bly have much money in his pocket Ne was 
followed by them until he parted from the 
man who hott the building with him. 

The appearance of the body when found 
on the pavement gave evidence of the vic- 
tim having resisted attack with all hjs 
might. His coat was torn half way off, 
and his collar and neckwear were disar- 
ranged. It may have been that Brant was 
set upon by rufflans, who were taken back 
by his defence, and losing their heads fired 
upon him. Their shots then blocked their 
own game, and they were forced to flee 
without waiting to go through his pockets 
for valuables. 

At present there has developed little that 
can be construed ar a motive for assas- 
sination. Beyond the displeasure of his 
father-in-law, Brant seemed to have had 
the enmity of no man. Assassins do not 
travel in pairs or in threes, nor are they 
hired for such jobs in numbers.

Patrolman Underwood, Who Was Off 
Duty, Rescued Them at Great Per- 
sonal Risk—Roth Ladies Were 
Quite Severely Injured. 


The bravery of Patrolman John B. Un- 
derwood probably saved the lives of Mrs.

With a violent start he 
turned abruptly into Manchester avenue 
and ran east at a Guide Rock gait, seem- 
ingly oblivious to everything. 

The buggy was overturned and the ladies 
became entangled in the top, which was 
up. They were dragged nearly half a block 
through the black, sticky mud which pre- 
Vails in that part of the city, and death 
seemed a matter of but a moment. 

Patrolman Underwood of the Mounted 
District, who was off duty, had left his 
residence, 3407 Manchester avenue, onlv a 
few minutes before and was approaching 
Theresa avenue. He saw the runaway and 
hastened to the rescue. 

At great persona) risk he rushed In front 
of the frightened animal and seized the 
reins.

Dr. Grinstead Did Not Try to 
: Conceal It. 


FOUR COURTS CFFICIALS 
IN DENSE IGNORANCE. 


AN INSTANCE OF CONCEALMENT 
AND SUPPRESSION OF 
FACTS. 


WELL-KNOWN DOCTOR 
STRUCK IN THE FACE. 


His Case Dismissed Without the For- 
mality of a Trial and the Prison- 
ers and Witnesses Disap 
peared. ' 


The names of John Field, Sam Freedman 
and Jack Truby were on the docket of Judge 
Peabody's police court Tuesday morning. 
The case was not tried on its merits. 
Afer each appears these characters: ‘“D. 
W. P.” That means there was no prosecu- 
tion. The characters were placed there 
by City Attorney Harry Clover, who told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he did not know 
any of the men and no influence had been 
brought to bear on the case. 

As a matter of fact this “John Field’ is 
no one else than Dr, John F. Grinstead of 
the Wabash Kailroad Employes’ Hospital 
Association, whose office is at Fourth strect 
and Washington avenue. 

Dr. Grinstead and his two companions 
were out touring the city Monday night. 
The doctor had pienty of money and was 
willing and anxious to burn it. Freedman 
and Truby were as willing to assist in the 
burning. 

After midnight Dr. Grinstead was well 
under the influence and had come to the 
conclusion that he was being robbed. 
They were at Twentieth and Pine streets 
when the diplomatic relations became 
Strained. It was at the same point that 
War was declared and a battle fought. 
Fists were of slight avail, and Freedman 
picked up some blocks and began a bom- 
bardment. One of the projectiles struck 
the doctor squarely between the eyes and 
disfigured his countenance. 

Policemen Kucera, O'Leary and Edom 
heard the noise of the engagement and 
they repaired to the scene. They arrested 
the participants and stopped at the City 
Dispensary to have Dr. r.nstead’s dam- 
ages repaired. The doctor gave Dr. Voer- 
ster, the surgeon in charge at the Dis- 
pensary, his handsomely engraved card 
and was loud in his denunciation of his 
companions. 

After his wounds were dressed the three 
prisoners were sent in a patrol wagon to 
the Four Courts. 

On the way Dr. Grinstead tried to pos- 
sess himself of one of the policemen’s 
pistols. He declared that he wanted to 
shoot Sam Freeman. 

At the City Dispensary Dr. Grinstead 
made no effort to conceal his identity. 

Tuesday morning the police in charge of 
the Central District Police Station knew 
absolutely nothing about Dr. Grinstead. 
Sergt. Gillespie knew nothing about any 
such a case. Capt. Reynoids was equally 
ignorant. Even when the circumstances 
of the arrest and the visit to the dispensary 
were related Capt. Reynolds declared he 
knew nothing about it. 

Cc. H. Jones, Chief Campbell's secretary, 
was asked about the affair. He said there 
was no report. It was suggested the police 
had locked Dr. Grinstead up under an as- 
sumed name. Mr. Jones went down to the 
etation and when he returned he said Dr. 
Grinstead’s name wa _ not on the books. He 
admitted, when questioned, that there was 
one case that had been sent to the Police 
Court that would bear watching. He said 
all the particulars would come out at the 
trial. He declined however, to give the 
name of the man in the case. 

Chief Campbell was asked what had be- 
come of Dr. Grinstead. He was told that 
early Tuesday morning Dr. Grinstead left 
the City Dispensary, two blocks away, in 
the charge of three policemen. He was 
started for the Four Courts. He was lost 
while in the custody of the police. Chief 
Campbell was asked whether he wanted the 
Central District officers to suppress the 
facts in the case. He declared he did not. 
He made no effort to ascertain what had 
become of Dr. Grinstead. Neither did Capt. 
Reynolds nor Sergeant Gillespie. They a!l 
knew that “John Field” and r. Grinstead 
were one and the same person. 

Dr. Grinstead, Freedman and Truby were 
released on bond. The officers who arrested 
them were on hand to prosecute. The de- 
fendants were not in the police court, City 
Attorney Clover dismissed the case without 
the knowledge or consent of the officers 
who made the arrest.

He Was Brought to New Mexico and 
Appointed Sheriff for the Particular 
Purpose of Clearing the Mystery 
of San Simor Plain. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., July %.—H. K. 
Kearney, Sheriff Garrett's deputy, who was 
recently wounded in a fight with two fugi- 
tives above El Paso in New Mexico, has 
died. 

The fugitives ae still in the mountains 
with Garrett and posse in pursuit. 

Pat Garrett of Texas celebrated as the 
slayer of “Billy, the Kid,”’ was made Sheriff 
of Dona Ana County, N. M., by the Gover.~ 
nor with the express understanding that he 
was to hunt down the murderers of ‘Col. A. 
J. Fountain and his little son. 

Fountain was one of the most prominent 
lawyers in New Mexico and was well known 
all ever Texas as well. As attorney for the 
Cattlemen’s Association he prosecuted cattle 
thieves, and in consequence was bitterly 
hated by that class of people in New Mexico 
and Western Texas. 

Garrett has been working on the case a 
year and succeeded in gathering sufficient 
evidence to warrant the arrest of three 
men. One is now in jail, but the other two 
have not yet been captured. 

Thursday of last week Garrett and his 
deputies surrounded the two men in a house 
in Dog Canyon. A genera] battle ensued, 
during which Deputy Sheriff Kearney was 
mortally wounded. . The officials then re- 
treated. The two men fled to the Jarrilla 
mountains, but Garrett and his men are 
still in pursuit. Up to the present time 
nothing has been heard from them. 

The myster.ous disappearance of Col. 
Fountain and his son has long been the 
most sensational episode in the criminal 
annals of eastern New Mexico. Fountain 
was returninig home in a buckboard after 
attending court in a neighboring county, 
where he had succeeded in convicting a 
number of cattle thieves. When about 30 
miles from home on the San Simon plain 
he passed a mail currier, who was the last 
person who could give any account of 
having seen him and hie son alive after 
they left the courthouse. 

Some distance behind Fountain’s vehicle 
the mail man saw three horsemen, who ap- 
peared to be following the trail of the law- 
yer and his son, but they were too far away 
to be recognized. 

Fountain remarked to the mail carrier that 
he believed the three men were following 
him for the purpose of waylaying him. 

Convinced that Fountain had been killed, 
the mall carrier hastened on to Las Cruces, 
where Fountain lived, and told of the mys- 
terious action of the three men he thought 
had followed the man and his son and pos- 
sibly had murdered them, 

The little town was thrown into a fever of 
excitement and cries for vengeance were 
heard on all sides. Posses were hurriedly 
organized and started out to search for the 
Fountains or their murderers. e 

The buckboard was found in the moun- 
tains. The horses turned up two or three 
days later, one of them with bloodstains on 
his side, but neither of the Fountains has 
been seen since—dead or alive. 

The local authorities, after a long quest, 

admitted their inability to fathom the mys- 
tery or to fasten the crime upon the guilty 
men. Then the Governor of New Mexico 
sent for Pat Garrett of Texas and ap- 
pointed him Sheriff of the countv. and he 
has succeeded where others have failed. 
At the last term of court in Dona Ana 
County the three indictments were found. 
It is thought the two escaped men will be 
captured and that they will prove to be 
the murderers of Fountain and his son.

WILL 1S CONTESTED 


NEPHEWS AND NIECES OF JESSE 
A. DEES WANT A LARGER 
SHARE OF HIS FORTUNE. 


HE LEFT $40,000 TO SCHOOLS. 


Although He Grew Rich He Began 
Life on $6 a Month and Knew the 
Value of an Education. 


MOUNT VERNON, 11, July 2%.—Sult has 
been filed here in the Jefferson County Cir- 
cuit Court for trial at the August term to 
set aside the wiil of Jesse A. Dees, one of 
the wealthiest residents of Jefferson 
County, who died in March, 1837. The 
amount involved in the case is $80,000, and 
the facts, briefly stated, are these: 

Dees came here from South Carolina when 
a boy and made his firet money working 
for $6 or $8 per month. He watched his op- 


portunities and later in life, by hard work, 
good business judgment and economy, he 
acumulated one of the largest fortuncs in 
the county. Just previous to his death he 
made a will, in which, after several be- 
quests to certain of his nephews and nieces, 
who were his nearest relatives, he  be- 
queathed the remainder of his fortune, 
amounting to about $40,000, to the common 
or public schools of Jefferson County as a 
pospetuas endowment, the interest only to 

e used by the schools, all the townships 
to share the gift equally, while the prin- 
cipal was to be invested In United States 
Government bonds or other equivalent se- 
curities to be approved by the court. 

Now about 30 of his grandnephews cnd 
nieces ask the Circuit Court to annul the 
will, on the ground (1) that the gift to the 
county’s public schools is contrary to the 
laws against perpetuities; (2) that the 
testator was not of sound mind and mem. 
ory at the time of making the will, and (3) 
that the wilhis vold because its maker gave 
away property not belonging to him, nor 
ever in his lifetime claimed by him. 

Dees was not only wealthy, but eccentric, 
having been known to collect old feathers 
and such articles and bring them to town 
for sale, wnen he was already the possessor 
of a large fortune. 

The case is attracting considerable inter- 
est, because of the public nature of the be- 

uest, and the county will rigidly contest 
the attempt to break the will.
